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1. The return to Athens from Italy of the Albanian refugee Abas urmeni ,* who 
@ year arc left Greece with the help of the British, created unusual 
excitement anong the Jorthern -plrote circles and among the albanian 
political refugees in Greece, They were anxious te learn the purpose of 
ALS coming to Greece in order to of.ose his plans. 


2. The Albanians received urmeni with some scepticisii. They nad inforastion 
shat he was an agent of the British, that he had gone tc Trieste in 1GLg9 
and signed an agreement with a representative of Tito, Kasanovie (sic,, to 
subject albania to the influence of Tite, and that he ana the Balii Sem-etar 
weve turning towards Titoism. As a result the Albanian refugees showed no 
great enthusiasm about his coming to Greece, 


"g those with whom armeni was in contact were Luan Gashi, .unarren 
raktari, Ibrahin helmendi, and Jup binjaku. carmeni said that he had 
come to Greece by order of the Anglo-Americans., ‘shen the Albanians replied 

Ghat the Eritish and the Americans are not in agreement on the Albanian 
problem, urneni assured thes. that he is actin, on orders of both allies, 
British and Ameriean, anc that they are in apreement. Furthermore, he 
said that there is no Northera wpirete proble: for the Albanians, and that 
Greece «ust accept the boundaries of 1939.

his armeni did not reveal the real jurpose of his coming to Athens, or if he 
did, he disclosed it only to his ost trusted men, who thus fur have not 


revealed it. 


Four days after armeni's arrival in Athens a letter from the Albanian 

refugee Ismajl Verlaci came to uvangelos iyrkos. This letter reported that 
urmeni's purpose in comin: to athens was to organize Titoist cells in Greece , 
which would undertake to chanel propaganda into Albania to the effect that 
epiy Tito will liberate Albania, that the Albanian people must support the 
éf.orts of Tito, and that all Albanian refugees must orient thexselves in 
that direction. Verlaci, also wrote that =rmeni belongs to the leftist cligue 
ef Balli Konbetar, and that Ali Klissura would cause a split in that party 
in order to fight against the plans of the Titoist Albanians. Verlaci 
recommended opposition to the activities of seni. Kyrkos inmediately 
rererrec the letter to the Greek aythorities and also to the Albanian refugees. 
The refugees, as a result of thi letter, avoided coming in contact with 
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ueneni, with the exception of those already mentioned. At the same tine 

the refugees besan to organize their opposition. The refugees in the Lavrion 
camp made preparations to show their "disa;proval' of Srmeni in ease he 
should fo there to visit then. srreni either learned of this or tre Greek 
authorities forbade his visitins Lavriion, so he did not go there but stayed 
at the Hotel. Bristol during the entire veriod of his stay in ithens. 


The arrival of iirmeni in Athens and the report of Verlaci indicating that 

he had gone over to Titoisa gave rise to the expression of a strons 

enti~Slav feeling among the Albanian refugees. Among other manifestations 
the albanian General trenk ireviszi attacked or|eni, calling hia a traitor. 


A parallel movenent was provoked by urmeni among the Jorthera xwpirotes, 
Source pointed cut that the latter are anti-sSlav, and when tne inforaation 
sent by Verlaci was made known, taey all united against him and made 
representations to the Greek autiorities. severtheless, certain of them, 
includiny fapacimas (inu) visited Grneni and talked with him. «rmmeni did 
now fail to lot sapadimas know that he was acting in accordance with his 
iio cructions fron the British and the Americans. Ia the Opiiion of source, 
revcdimas came to sone agreement with srmeni, but it is not known what 


hay. ened. 


In 1946 wrmeni subnitted to the Greek Government a memorandwa in which he 
supported the proposal to unite Greece and Albania into one state. Kyrkos 
has now turned over to the SJorthern .pirotes and to the Albanians a copy of 
this memorandum, which Urmeni had concealed fram the Albanians. In view of 
his present statement that Greece sust accept the boundaries of 1939, the 
menorandun revealed urmeni as being inconsistent and lacking in firi 
convictions. This was one of the reasons why Srmeni did not receive a 
warm welcome frou the refugees as he had hoped. 


At the tine of urmeni's visit to Greece, party strength of the Altanian 
refugees in Sreece was as follows: Kossovars (followers of Xhafer Deva) 

60; Zogists (followers of 3pai Dina) 45; Ballists (followers of Klissura, 

18; Ballists (followers of urveni) 7; Independents (Verluei) 23: miscellaneous 
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sxmeni told an acquaintance in Athens that he is still of the opinion that 
Greece and Albania ought to unite as one state, that he had not departed 
completely frox the menorandus which he had submitted in 146 to the Jreek 
Government, that the Greek Tovernient should appolnt a representative to 
handle this question in a responsible way, and that the anti-Slav (sie; 
prosagenda of Greece should ston, especiall: the activity of nova. 


Ermeni carefully avoided sayin: anythiny about his purpose in conims to 
Athens. To a velles reference to Tito and his possibilities of overthrowLag 
Hexha by an internal revolutio., irsenit said that Tito does not have 
followers in Albania and that he can never rouse the people against. Hoxha. 
Ne also said that there are no followers ot Tito aucns, the Albanian refugees 
abroad, ‘then it was observed that Tito is still 4 vomaunist, ana that 
anyone who collaborates with Comaunists awaits the fate of Fetkov and others, 
arneni made no reply. 


svangelos hyrkos talked with Seorgios Jxindaris, ‘Ireek Ambassador to Italy, 
and the latter declared hinseif in favor of the union of Greece and Albania, 


According to what Constantine Neadis told Kyrkos, the new Permanent Under~ 
«inister of Foreign Affairs, Politis, had the sane idea and would receive 
Kyrkos soon. 


The Northern soirote League "Selasfores" had teken a position against. the 
union of ureece and Albania aad had published articles opposing it, ecently, 
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however, an article of the lresident of the League Colonel Charisiades 
published in the periodical Voricesirotika date case out la favor of 
Union. 

Abe wuharrem Hajraktari disagreed with srmeni regardin: the leadership (sic), 
insisting that it belonged to hin. In this connection, source nected that 
Bajraktari is a friend of the Slavs and that he is collaborating with the 
British,
